Torrance Police Department 
Drive to Light Homes; Holes

As of March 3, one of the 
most important crime pre­ 
vention programs ever to 
pervade the field of law en­ 
forcement has begun.

Torrance Police Depart­ 
ment, cooperating with the 
Los Angeles County Sher­ 
iff's Department, has 
launched a program de­ 
signed to light every build­ 
ing in Torrance, as well as 
the county, during all hours 
of darkness. From March 1, 
until the end of the year, 
newspapers, radio stations, 
and television channels will 
be echoing the campaign 
slogan, "Burn a Light at 
Night." Support is flowing 
m from civic leaders as well 
as civic organizations.

Chief Percy Bennett, In 
announcing the program, 
stated that its sheer simplic­ 
ity may be one of the big­ 
gest roadblocks: "Our rec­ 
ords in Torrance, as well as 
other law agencies through­ 
out the nation, indicate that 
the incidence of crime rises 
sharply during the hours of 
darkness. Unlighted residen­ 
tial or business areas are 
prime targets for burglars, 
rapists, and thieves. Tres­ 
passing and acts of mali­ 
cious mischief are common­ 
place in darkened areas." 

SAFER
"Our answer is this: a 

lighted home, coupled with 
adequate exterior lighting  
streetlights or even porch- 
lights if need be is a far 
safer place to live. We well 
knov/ there is no substitute 
for sufficient personnel to 
provide adequate police pro­ 
tection. But, the average 
citizen can make himself far
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less 'crime prone' by spend­ 
ing a penny a day to pro­ 
tect his family, his home 
and himself.

"Light up your residence. 
Use your own good judg­ 
ment in choosing a strategic 
location. Be alert to the rel­ 
ative lack of effectiveness 
which a lighted lamp may 
have, if anyone viewing 
your home from the outside 
is able to see inside. The 
light must be seen from the 
outside, but don't allow a 
'peeping Tom' or a potential

burglar to be able to see 
into your home."

"Light" program the Tor­ 
rance Police Department is 
sponsoring is not aimed 
solely at residential areas. 
Business establishments and 
industrial plants are also 
targets for criminal acts. 
Statistics bear out the fact 
that no matter what the lo­ 
cation may be, light discour­ 
ages crime. Nearly three- 
fourths of this country's 
murders, assaults, rapes and 
muggings occur after dark.
